Reliable sources have confirmed the reports that the emigration 


of Morocean Jews has been stopped. 


This follows the intense Press 


campaign calling on the Moroccan Government to put an end to the 


Jewish “ exodus.” 


Apparently the emigration was in any case due to come to an 
end on December 31, at the conclusion of a three-month period 


during which the Jews were free to leave. 


Mass departures of Jews 


Started in October, and it is believed that 5,000 of them left the 


country in the first two weeks of this month. 


Severa! hundred 


Jews were on the point of emigrating when the ban was imposed. 
Ihe arrest of alleged Zionists in a number of Moroccan towns 

is reported to have been the signal for the stoppage of emigration. 
It is difficult to ascertain the exact extent of the exodus, since 

the operation was being conducted with a certain amount of dis- 


cretion by the organisers. 


But as such large numbers were involved 


it was inevitable that the operation should become public knowledge.

Ihe Jewish community was 
given certain assurances that they 
could leave the country freely dur- 
ing a limited period. Some said 
this period was three months, 
others six. At all events, there 
Was an atmosphere of urgency 

Ihis urgency was evident in the 
mellahs all over the country. Jews 
were Selling their properties for 
a “song”; some simply abandoned 
their homes. In Taroudant, South 
Morocco, streets of houses were 
vacated by departing Jews and 
several were taken over by local 
Moslems, but whether they had the 
consent of the owners 1s unknown, 


Community disappears 


Ihe case of Taroudant is typical 
of the feverish departures. Practi- 
cally the entire Jewish population 

of almost 1,000 persons-—dis 
appeared in a matter of days. 

The operation did not pass with- 
out some incidents, mcluding the 
arrest of two emigration agents, 
one i the Oujda area of north- 
east Morocco, and another in 
Ksar es Souk, eastern Morocco. 

There were also reports of 
leaflets being distributed calling 
upon Moslems to refuse to buy the 
properties of departing Jews. In 
any case, it was difficult to sell pro- 
perty at a fair price anywhere in 
Morocco, not only because of the 
departures but also because of the 
veneral economic slump 

As on. previous occasions, the 
majority of the emigrants came from 
outlying areas, particularly the sub- 
desert oasis towns of Kesar es Souk, 
Midelt. Demnate, Erfoud, and 
Rissani, as well as inland towns lke 
Meknes, Fez, Marrakesh, Taroudant. 
or coastal cities tke  Essaoutra

Ben-Gurion’s 
success 
in Burma

JERUSALEM 


Mr. Ben-Gurion, Israel's Prime 
Minister, returned from his success- 
ful State visit to Burma last Friday, 
and was greeted at Lydda Airport by 
a large crowd. 

The Premier, who had spent a week 
meditating in U Nuss villa, under the 
guidance of a Buddhist priest, said 
that there was an immense ficild for 
political and cultural co-operation 
between Burma and Israel 

Ihe foundations of Israeli-Burmese 
friendship were laid in 1955, when 
U Nu visited Israel. Since then a 
warm, personal affection has ripened 
between U Nu and Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
transcending the normal cordtality 
between friendly heads of State. 

Persons who had accompanied the 
Prime Minister pointed to the fact 
that his willingness to engage in 
meditation, and his long-standing 
interest in Buddhist thought, contri- 
buted towards the positive good will 
accorded him by his Burmese hosts 


Increase in exports 


Among the tangible results of the 
Prime Ministers visit will be an 
expansion of the scope of joint 
Isracli-Burmese enterprises. and an 
increase in the volume of Israclh 
exports to Burma and in the amount 
of Israeli technical aid. 

[he less obvious results of the visit 
may have even greater significance. 
Ihe many hours of personal conver- 
sations between two national leaders, 
each of whom enjoys an  extra- 
ordinary authority im his own 
country, cemented relations at the 
highest level. Moreover, U Thant, 
the Secretary-General of the U._N., is 
a personal friend of U Nu. Israels 
point of view will now become known 
to the non-aligned group of nations, 
among whom Burma enjoys consider- 
able regard

Jewish composers meet in Moscow

Ihe future of Jewish music in the 
Soviet Union especially that of 
the traditional Jewish folk-songs was 
the major topic at a conference ol 
Jewish and artists in 
Moscow Ihe conference— the first 
since Stalin's death —was attended by 
about bor! composers, writers, 
pocts, and singers, It was held at 
the otheces ot the Soviet Heimland.”” 
the Yiddish journal under the chair- 
manship of its editor, Mr. Vergelis- 

Among the teading Jewish com- 
posers participating Was 7inovi 
Kompaneyetz, who recently com- 
pleted a new volume of music devoted 
to Jewish folk SOnRS. 

The main discussion, according to 
a report from Moscow, centred on 
the need for introducing into Jewish 
nusic “a greater sense of realism.” 


[his was detined as the inclusion “ of 
the present” into all Jewish. concerts 
and persuading the artists to lay 
greater emphasis on the new life in 
Russia and to leave behind the tearful 

Moshe Teil... who spoke in the 
name of the younger generation of 
fewish poets im the Soviet Union, 
drew attention to the poem by 
another voung poet, Josef Learner, 
entitled “ It is time to cease weeping,” 
and published in the first issue ol 
“Soviet Heimland.” Mr. Teit ureed 
both the Jewish composers and 
artists to concentrate in their creative 
eflort on “new themes and new 
subtects,” It. was mecessary. he 
declared, for composers and artists 
to pay greater attention to what was 
new and to avoid the large number 
of “ pseudo-nationalistic songs.” 


Anna Guzik. Emil Horvitz, Zinovi 
Shulman, and Mikail Ichaykovski, 


four of the leading Jewish artists who 
are now travelling throughout Russia 
and organising concerts of Jewish 
folk-songs, appealed to the Yiddish 
poets and composers to help in the 
new effort of popularising Jewish 
Music, Ihey summed their 
appeal by saying: “ There are those 
who can sing and there is a public 
waiting to listen. All we have to 
do iS to see that there are more 
joyful songs to sing.” 


After the discussion which 
about thirty Speakers participated, Mr. 
Vereclis announced that his journal! 
would organise “regular meetings © 
of poets, composers, and singers 
to discuss the issues concerning the 
development of the Jewish song in the 
US.S.R. It was also announced that 


Dmitri Shostakovich was shortly to 
publish a new volume containing 
Jewish songs and compositions ol the 
last decade,

Ihe present discussions on the 
adoption of the decimal system by 
Britain find a sympathetic echo in the 
last century from the pages of THE 
Jewisn CHRONICLE.

A 
mecting was to be held in September 
last, and it was deemed desirable to 
invite Baron James de Rothschild to 
take the chair. The day of the meet- 
ing being fixed for a Saturday, the 
Baron declined presiding. declaring 
that no consideration would induce 
him to violate the sanctity of the day; 
that he was, however, ready to com- 
ply with the request if another day 
were appointed. Viscount Ebrington 
being a member of the committee, 
with true English feeling for con- 
sistency of conduct and carnestness 
of religious sentiment, prevailed on 
his Continental colleagues. lew 
pared to appreciate the scruples of 
the Jewish banker, to postpone the 
meeting from the Sabbath to the f[ol- 
lowing Monday, although a less con- 
venient day. when the Baron took 
the chair.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LIVING WITH REALITY 


URING the Second World 
1) War, when evidence of the 

massacres being perpetrated 
in the concentration camps could 
no longer be gainsaid and cach 
day the newspapers produced 
further evidence in terms of mil- 
lions of human beings having been 
done to a foul death, there was 
observed a natural human tendency 
to scan the headlines and then ask 
whether there was any “ news.” 
Even before the full story of the 
Nazi atrocities had been made 
generally available there was a 
tendency to take such reports for 
granted, acknowledge their vik 
content, and then move on to the 
next subject. Is man by nature 
callous, is pain multiphed pain 
diminished or is it simply impos- 
sible to live with this kind of 
reality without elaborate emotional 
protection mechanisms ? 


Similar problems have been 
raised in previous months in con- 
nection with the resumption of 
nuclear weapon testing by the {so 
called) Great Powers. We already 
have tacitly accepted the fact that 
the behaviour of sovereign States 
does not have to bear the same 
kind of moral scrutiny as the 
behaviour of their nationals — 
else the behaviour of certain dis- 
tinguished people in high places 
would almost certainly be regarded 
with the same kind of abhorrence 
as that with which we regard 
juvenile delinquency. Not only are 
we now accustomed to hiving with 
the bomb but also with its after 
effects. Disagreement among the 
scientists as to the precise effects 
of radioactivity on the present and 
future generations affords us the 
opportunity of deluding ourselves 
into believing that there may well 
be no effects at all. Science, alter

SUPREME example of this 

type of phenomenon is con- 
tained in the Sidra for this week. 
In a few succinct verses the Bible 
describes how a people of most 
reputable ancestry, dignified status, 
and the best connections were 
reduced in an incredibly short time 
to a group of helots, made to suffer 
atrociousty, not least in that all 
male children were forcibly 
drowned, and ground into such a 
state of abject servility that they 
become not only incapable of con- 
ceiving of their own salvation but 
unable to accept anyone else's con- 
ceptidn-of it. All this will be read 
in measured terms—and we will 
scarcely notice it at all (It could 
never happen here). In the best 
synagogues it will be the trop and 
the Hebrew, in the worst the con- 
versation and the mundane 
thoughts, which will almost cer- 
tainly prevent a truly tragic story 
having any real emotional impact. 
It is unlikely that anyone will cry 
during the Reading of the Law—at 
least not on account of the reading. 


VERE we to remain in a con- 
stant state of emotional anguish 
at the world in which we live we 
would ourse'ves become deranged. 
Man cannot live by suffering alone. 
And yet there is a_ difference 
between this state of affairs and the 
other extreme which ts the norm 
for most of us today—a studied 
avoidance of ail unpleasant 
thoughts, a hiding of our faces 
from evil. and a tendency, in the 
presence of reported tragedy, to 
ask for more “news.” We must 
become more sensitive to suffering, 
so that we mav be more alert to 
its moral challenge and more aware 
of our personal = responsibilities 
in helping to alleviate not that 
which 1s out of our personal grasp 
but that which is well within it.

It was 
felt that the older members could not 
mux with their younger colleagues 
Some members called for Hafinjan’'s 
affiliation only with the individual 
societies that constituted F.7.Y. 
Others, less apprehensive, wanted it 
as a junior section of the movement 
as a whole. 

From the top table harangues, the 
continual points of order and infor- 
mation, and the incessant passing of 
notes between delegates, it emerged 
that F.Z.Y. would concentrate itself 
in the coming year on education as 
a stepping-stone to aliya, rather than 
on aliya itself 

Aliya of members last year reached 


4 per cent, a considerable decrease 
over past years. Mr. Baruch Deutch, 
the movement's emissary, stated that 
the average person who joined the 
F.Z.Y. did not do so because he was a 
Zionist, but because he wished to mix 
socially with other people. Aliya 
now played a minute part in the 
framework of the movement. 

Opinions on aliva were varied and 
spirited. Many said that Zionism 
could not be tackled on the basis of 
all or nothing—namely, to go or not 
to go on aliya. In between the 
movement could strengthen fund- 
raising methods, propagate the idea 
of a closeness to Israel by teaching 
what was happening there, and intro- 
duce an Israeli environment into the 
movement's activities 


New scheme 


Other points debated included pro- 
posals for a movement cenire and a 
provincial organiser: the decision to 
forgo a movement library, on the 
basis that the outlay was unjustified: 
and the call to combat apathy within 
the ranks by strengthening leadership,

Ihe decline in Hebrew study was 
deplored by a number of delegates 
One speaker from Ilford spoke of a 
drop of 1S to three in attendance at 
Hebrew lessons organised by her 
society.

NEW HOME PLANNED FOR 
MENTAL PATIENTS 


Recommendation of Guardians’ Committee 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A new home for about 20 mental 
patients requiring long-term rehabili- 
tation is shortly to be founded under 
the auspices of the Board of 
Guardians--the result of recom- 
mendations by a special sub-commit- 
tee set up to mvestigate menial health 
among Jews. 


This was announced at a meeting 
of the Board held last week at 
74a Charlotte Street, W.1. The Pre- 
sident, Mr. Oliver Sebag-Monefiore, 
said it had been decided that the 
Board's only existing mental rehabili- 
tation home {in Daleham Gardens, 
N.W.3), should henceforth be given 
over to short-term patients. The sub- 
committee also recommended _ thai 
occupational therapy facilities § at 
Daleham Gardens should be increased 
and made available also to non- 
residents. 

This project was one of several 
discussed at the meeting It was 
announced also that the Board had 
received a donation of £160,000 (from 
two anonymous donors) for the estab 
lishment of a “miniature Maitland 
Joseph Home.” (‘The Maitland 
Joseph Home for old people. now 
being built at Hemel Hempstead, is 
in the form of a hostel surrounded 
by self-contained flatiets.) 

The proposed new home, said the 
President. would consist of a hostel 
for about 24 residents, plus about 24 
flatlets; the Board was now looking 


for a suitable site, probably in North 
or North-West London 

It was also announced that the 
move of the Anthony and Annie 
Muller Home from Broadstairs to 
Westgate would be completed within 
a tow weeks; that building work on 
the new Fenton House for Old People, 
at Ealing, would be completed by the 
end of January; that the Board had 
just acquired the freehold of Grove 
Howse that modern sanitation 
was being installed in the Boards 
family flats at Rebecca House, E.3, 
at a cost of £10,000; and that the 
Board and the Norwood Orphanage 
had set a a joint committee to 
explore the possibilities of collabora- 


tion 
New committee 


A recommendation to establish a 
Publicity and Appeals Committee of 
the Board was approved at the mect- 
ine. The Committee, to be set up 
under the Chairmanship of Mrs. John 
Lawson. will help to co-ordinate and 
develop the work of the Publicity 
and Appeals Department. One of its 
first tasks will be the issuing of 
pamphlets to all subscribers, acquaint- 
ing them with the work of all 
departments. 

Presenting estimates “of income and 
expenditure for the coming year, Mr. 
Michacl Nathan, Treasurer of the 
Board, said that the deficit for 1962 
was.estimated at £24,800 (as against 
£26.000 in 1961). and the income for 
1962 at £101,800. 


DEAD SEA SCROLLS 
FOR LONDON ? 


Some of the Dead Sea Scrolls now 
in the possession of the Jordan 
authorities may be exhibited in Lon- 
don. A committee, working in co- 
operation with the British Museum, 
has been formed to look into this 
and other matters connected with the 
Scrolls. 

Dr. J. Allegro. lecturer in Semitic 
Philology at Manchester University, 
is one of the members of this com- 
mittee.

For the first time the Isracli flags 
adorning the Conference of the 
Federation of Zionist Youth denoted 
more than merely a symbolic asso- 
ciation between the movement and 
Isracl. For this vear the 27th 
annual conference, held last week-end 
at Hamilton House, Seaford, Sussex, 
finally gave de facto recognition to 
the State of Israel. 


This was brought about through 
the introduction, and unanimous 
acceptance, of a new constitution— 
the most important aspect of this 
vear's conference. It abolished the 
object “to organise, guide, and 
assist the work of its constituent 
societies for the revival of the 
Jewish nation in Israel.” Instead it 
called for the “consolidation of the 
State of Israel, the ingathering of 
the exiles in Israel. and the fostering 
of unity among the Jewish people.” 

In realitv. however. the flags 
seemed to be one of the few palpable 
links that exist between F.7.Y. and 
Israc! The trend over the past yeut 
or two. as a number of

Age-limit lowered 


The lowering of the upper-age 
limit was balanced, perhaps, only by 
the increase of college scarves, whose 
multi-coloured hues were as varie- 
gated as the opimons of their owners.

Mr, Baruch Deutch, 
the movement's emissary, stated that 
the average person who joined the 
F.7.Y. did not do so because he was a 
Zionist, but because he wished to mix 
socially with other people. Aliya 
now played a minute part in the 
framework of the movement. 

Opinions on aliva were varied and 
spirited. Many said that Zionism 
could not be tackled on the basis of 
all or nothing—namely, to go or not 
to go on alya. In between the 
movement could strengthen fund- 
raising methods, propagate the idea 
of a closeness to Israel by teach ng 
what was happening there, and intro- 
duce an Israeli environment into the 
movements activities

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NEW HOME PLANNED FOR 
MENTAL PATIENTS 


Recommendation of Guardians’ Committee

A new home for about 20 mental 
patients requiring long-term rehabili- 
tation is shortly to be founded under 
the auspices of the Board of 
Guardians--the result of  recom- 
mendations by a special sub-commit- 
tee set up to investigate mental health 
among Jews. 

This was announced at a meeting 
of the Board held last week at 
74a Charlotte Street, W.1. The Pre- 
sident, Mr. Oliver Sebag-Monefiore, 
said it had been decided that the 
Board's only existing mental rehabili- 
tation home (in Dalcham Gardens, 
N.W.3), should henceforth be given 
over to short-term patients. The sub- 
committee also recommended that 
occupational therapy facilities § at 
Daleham Gardens should be increased 
and made available also to non- 
residents. 

This project was one of several 
discussed at the meeting. [t was 
announced also that the Board had 
received a donation of £160,000 (from 
two anonymous donors) for the estab- 
lishment of a “miniature Maitland 
Joseph Home.” (The Maitland 
Joseph Home for old people. now 
being built at Hemel Hempstead. is 
in the form of a hostel surrounded 
by self-contained flatiets.) 

The proposed new home, said the 
President, would consist of a hostel 
for about 24 residents, plus about 24 
flatiets; the Board was now looking 


for a suitable site, probably in North 
or North-West London 

It was also announced that the 
move of the Anthony and Annie 
Muller Home from Broadstairs to 
Westgate would be completed within 
a teow weeks, that building work on 
the new Fenton House for Old People, 
at Ealing, would be completed by the 
end of January; that the Board had 
just acquired the freehold of Grove 
House that modern sanitation 
was being installed in the Board's 
family flats at Rebecca Howse, E.3, 
at a cost of £10,000; and that the 
Board and the Norwood Orphanage 
had set up a joint committee to 
explore the possibilities of collabora- 


tion 
New committee 


A recommendation to establish a 
Publicity and Appeals Committee of 
the Board was approved at the meet- 
ine. The Commiuttee, to be set up 
under the Chairmanship of Mrs. John 
lawson. will help to co-ordinate and 
develop the work of the Publicity 
and Appeals Department. One of its 
first tasks will be the issuing of 
pamphlets to all subscribers, acquaint- 
ing them with the work of all 
departments, 

Presenting estimates of income and 
expenditure for the coming year, Mr. 
Nathan, Treasurer of the 
Board, said that the deficit for 1962 
was estimated at £24,800 (as against 
£26,000 in 1961). and the income for 
1962 at £101,800.

ODERN Jewish apolo- 
getics has been much con- 
cerned with refuting the 

thesis that Jews, being predomin- 
antly city dwellers, are “ unproduc- 
tive.” That thesis found a response 
not least because of Rousseau's 
idealisation of the dwellers of the 
countryside, which had become an 
accepted value judgment of 
Western thought 

“ Megalopolis,” the new 810-page 
sociological study by Jean Gott- 
mann, the distinguished French 
geographer and sociologist who is 
at present a member of Princeton 
University’s “Institute of Advanced 
Studies,” is the definitive refutation 
of the derogation of city dwellers 
as parasites 

Sponsored by the Twentieth 
Century Fund, “ Megalopolis is a 
detailed and thoroughly documented 
study the urbanised North- 
Eastern Seaboard of the United 
States, where the large metropoli- 
tan. centres form a continuous 
stretch of towns and suburbs. In 
this area are the huge centres of 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore. and Washington, as well 
as 14 smaller metropolitan sec- 
tions, each with populations rang- 
ing from 200,000 to 800,000 

“ Megalopolis.” according to 
Professor Gottmann,.ts the nerve 
centre as well as the giant educa- 


tional-intellectual laboratory of 
the US.A. Here are located the 
“Ivy League” Universities and all 
important publishing enterprises 
Here is the main centre of the 
American theatre, music, and art, 
as well as the hub of the popular 
culture of radio and television.

Communist drift in Egypt 


THE process of converting 
Egypt into a Levantine version of 
a Peopies Democracy is proceed- 
ing apace. The Preparatory Com- 
mittee of the ~ National Congress 
of Popular Forces régime's 
projected new parliament of 
supreme Sovict—has defined what 
is meant by “ popular forces” and 
who are to be excluded as 
“reactionary, and presumably 
unpopular, forces. Students are to 
be egarded iS part of the popular 
forces. since “they have always 
been the pillars of national revolu- 
tions in this century.” This means 
that they will engage in pro-fégime 
politics in an organised way—final 
deleat for those few who urge that 
in view of the Egyptian students’ 
deplorably low academic level! and 
disinclination for study they should 
be discouraged from wasting thei 
time on politics 

Those to be tsolated include per- 
sons “who directly or indirectly 
assisted a foreigner with a view to 
gaining control of the country or 
harming its interests,” people who 
were affected by the 1961 Agrarian 
Reform Law, people who pos- 
sessed shares or stocks valued at 
more than £10,000, nationalised in 
accordance with laws of 1960 and 
1961 (including those who helped 
to found and finance the Bank 
Misr companies for development of 
Egyptian industry, and drew prac- 
tically no dividends); those whose 
property has been sequestrated ; 
those who “deceived the people 
through speeches and printed 
material or any kind of casutstry 
with the aim of justifying political 
diversionism and social] tmyjustice 

and “ anti-socialists.” 


Phe National Congress of Popu- 
lar korces will decide who its 
“reactionary and who ts “ popu- 
lar.” Those familiar with Com- 
munist history will sce the parallels 
But Nasser has one big advantage 
over the Russians and Chinese. 
like them, his policies have 
brought about serious economic 
hardships, particularly in agricul- 
ture, but, unlike them, he ts in 
receipt of lavish U.S.A. aid to make 
good. This is the pattern of Middle 
East politics in 1961

For some time now top people 
in Israel have been lamenting the 
passing of Mr. Dulles-all the more 
since they have come face to face 
with the new Kennedy Middle 
Eastern policies. Now American 
sabotage of the Afro-Asian Pales- 
tine peace resolution has confirmed 
Tel Aviv’s worst fears. The resolu 
tion called on Israelis and Arabs 
to undertake direct negotiations to 
settle their conflict in the right 
spirit, another way of saying that 
the signatories reject the Com- 
munist-Casablanca thesis that the 
Arabs should overrun Israel by 
force and be supported by all 
“ peace-loving forces 

Understandably. the Israelis wel- 
comed the resolution, the Arabs 
opposed it. The resolution was 
completely in line with established 
U.S.A. policy for over a decade, 
but on this occasion the American 
delegation not only opposed it but 


actively canvassed other delega- 
tions to ensure its defeat. It was 
this American pressure’ which 


pompted Britain’s vote against the 
resolution, together with that of 
the Communist bloc.

ever, the theatres and newspaper 
offices around Times Square, and 
the publishing and advertising 
offices on Fifth and Madison 
Avenue have a very high concen- 
tration of Jews. 

“Megalopolis” is the most 
important centre of cultural diffu- 
sion in the U.S.A. and its influence 
reaches far beyond the national 
boundaries.

The Roman- 
tic movement's notion that real 
values are created only by physical- 
agricultural labour is obsolete in 
the age of automation and inten- 
sive agriculture when 7 per cent 
of the U.S.A. population produce 
more farm products than 93 per 
cent can consume 

The Twentieth Century Fund 
study of the wave of the future in 
urban settlement is not directly 
concerned with Jewish problems 
There are few. areas of Jewish 
sociology, however, which are not 
illumined and challenged by this 
important work 


Shortage of Rabbis 


The Socicty for the Advance- 
ment of Judaism receatly welcomed 
its new rabbi, Alan W Miller, and 
his wife. According to Professor 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, founder and 
Rabbi Emeritus of Reconstruc- 
tionism’s mother synagogue, the 
congregation went to England for 
a rabbi because a suitable candi- 
date was not available in this 
country. There ‘is a painful short- 
age of rabbis here, and the prob- 
lem 1s becoming more acute as the 
U.S.A. Armed Forces require a 
large contingent of Jewish chap- 
lains for their stepped-up pro- 
grammes of recruitment 

The Society for the Advance- 
ment of Judaism is neither a very 
large nor a very affluent congrega- 
tion. Status in the S.A.J. ts deter- 
mined by Jewish commitment and 
achievement, rather than by the 
usual criteria of “The Status 
Seekers.” Sull, Rabbit Miller's 
salary will probably be treble his 
London salary. But the Millers 
will not be living in luxury in New 
York Most likely they will be 
paving at least thrice the amount 
of their London rent for their new 
apartment-——-and a charwoman 
charges here about four times the 
going wage in England 


kavagecrated reports 


Ihe earnings of American rabbis 
ire not as large as rumour has it 
It is’ fancy rather than fact that 
many American rabbis receive 
basic salaries of $20,000 a year, 
besides rent-free homes, free cars, 
and honoraria for special rabbinic 


ministrations. According to Rabbi 
Wolfe Kelman, Executive Vice- 
President of the Rabbinical 


Assembly of America. not more 
than ten members of the R.A.A 
(with a membership of about 600) 
earn $20,000 a year 

Rabbi Kelman comments: The 
information we do have is mostly 
by -hearsay and, as is usual 
among people, even rabbis, reports 
of other people's earnings are often 
exaggerated, whereas reports of 
ones OWN earnings are occasionally 
minimised.” While the number of 
Reform rabbis in the $20,000-a- 
year class is said to be somewhat 
larger, there is no Orthodox rabbi 
in this salary group. 
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R. MELVIN M. TUMIN, 
of Princeton University, 
has declared that there ts 
more anti-Jewish feeling in 
America today than there was 
50 years ago. In the past the 
social peculiarities of the Jews 
Was given aS a reason [or anti- 
semitism : today it is their very 
sameness which is the cause 
The mass-assimilation of 
American Jewry has unsettled 
large sections of the American 
middle-class. Ihey are not 
worried about the Felix Frank- 
furters, the Abraham Ribicoffs, 
and other Jews who hold high 
public office. Their concern are 
the Gees, the Kays, and others 
who are trving to become 
school masters, research workers, 
and bank clerks 
The Anti-Defamation League 


and the inter-group relations 
agencies have been trying to 
show that there ts nothing 


inherently different in the 
American Jew. and that he ts 
honest, hard-working, and intel- 
ligent. But that ts the measure 
of his offence His inte ligence 
and hard work make his com- 
petition al] the more formidable 

One can hardiv advise the 
Anti-Defamation League to 
al‘er its tactics and portray the 
Jew as dishonest, lazy, and 
stupid. For what the Jew is 
and what he is not has little to 
do with the attitude of his neigh- 
bours towards him. In the final 
analysis antisemitism has grown 
in America. because the number 
of Jews has grown

An aura of sadness surrounds this 
work, Time has dealt cruelly with 
all those responsible for this exccl- 
lent translation of Maimonides’ 
“Sefer Zemmanim,” “The Book of 
Times, or Seasons.” The first version, 
by Dr. S. Gandz, was checked by 
Professor Julius Obermann, and then 
completely revised by that saintly 
figure, Hyman Klein. Not one of 
them lived to see this beautiful fruit 
of their labour 

The work is, of course. the transla- 
tion of Book Il of Maimonides’ 
monumental code, the Mishneh 
Torah. It covers the. laws of Sabbath, 
Festivals, and Fasts, except. that 
Treatise VIII, dealmme with the astro- 
nomical calculations of the New 
Moon. ts not included, having been 
published separately. As a compensa- 
tion. however. this volume includes a 
detailed corrigenda and addenda to 
volume 


Superb system 
This volume is an_ excellent 
example of the superb system, order, 


and method which characterises Mai- 


monides’ classic work Although 
deals in exhaustive detail with every 
law and regulation of the various 


Festivals, Maimonides confines him- 
self severely to the minutiz of this 
observance at the present time. Other 
aspects find their proper place else- 
where Thus the details of the 
sacrifices of the Festivals are found 
n the Book of Sacrifices, while 
the spiritual and ethical aspects of 
the High Festivals are treated in the 
Treatise on Repentance in Volume L. 
It is there also, and ‘read, as might 
be expected, in Treatsse VI, ~ Laws 
Concerning the Shofar.” that one 


finds the moving and well-known 
passage on the message of the 
Shofar ‘Awake, ye sicepers from 
your sleep, etc.” 


Maimonides work, although 
orimariy a detailed codification of 
ewish law, ts reheved from being a 
dry-as-dust legal commentary by the 
lofty moral explanations which from 
time to treme iHlumine the prosaic 
details. and by the judicious historical 
comments which he adds from time 
to time.

This is certainly impressive. But 
whether it altogether proves Keller's 
thesis is another matter. Somewhat 
similar lists could no doubt be com- 
piled of the inter-relationships of 
other Luropean countries. Al times; 
in fact. Keller's hst of Russian 
borrowings reads like an example of 
Russian xenophobia in reverse 

What part did Western Jewry play

“The réle of women, therefore, 
is of major importance,” he said, 
and added that he felt he had a 
vested interest in the matter, having 
four daughters himself. 

He was launching a book called 
“ Ofportunities for Girls and 
Women in Science and Techno. 
logy, which is published at 3s. 6d. 
by the British Federation of Uni- 
versity Women Ltd., and which 
States : “ Many women are making 
successful careers for themselves in 
some branch of science or techno. 
logy, often combining it with 
marriage and the bringing up of a 
family. Unfortunately there are 
too few of them, and it is the aim 
of this pamphlet to provide infor- 
mation which may help many more 
girls to look to scientific work for 
a Satisfying career.”

White Wine Cup 


One bottle of white wine; 1 glass 
of sherry; syphon of soda water; 


* thinly sliced lemon. 


Mix wine, sherry, and soda water, 
add a few thin slices of lemon and 
chill before serving. 

Note. A few maraschino cherries 
and grapes can also be added. 


Claret Cup 


One bottle of claret (or any red 
wine); soda water, pt.; sugar, 2 
Oz. ; water, 4 pt.; 1 lemon. 

Put the sugar, water, and thinly 
peeled rind of the lemon in a small 
saucepan, bring to the boil, cover 
and simmer gently for 5 minutes, 
leave till cold, add the juice of the 
lemon and strain. Add the claret 
and chill. Add soda water just before 
serving. 


Mixed Fruit Cup 


A mixed fruit cup can be made 
with almost any fresh or canned 
fruit juice. 

Mix together a can each of pine- 
apple juice and orange juice, add an 
equal quantity of soda water, the 
juice of 2 lemons, and sugar to 
taste 

Chill and before serving add tan- 
gerine segments and maraschino 
cherries. 


Cider Cup (1) 


Cider, 1 pt.; orange squash, 4 pt. ; 
sugar, 4 oz; cinnamon, } teaspoon- 
ful; rind of a lemon; | syphon soda 
water. 

Mix cider, orange squash, sugar. 
lemen rind, and cinnamon and chill. 

Before serving strain and add soda

Cider Cup (2) 
China tea, pt cider, 4: at. 
sugar, 2 o7.; 2 oranges; 1 lemon 
INFUSE tea. pour it on to the sugar 
and leave ull cold. then add strained 
juice of the oranges and chill. Before 
serving add the chilled cider and the 
lemon cut into thin slices 


Mixed Fruit Punch 

Cider, gt. soda 
Sugar, 4 o7 
2 lemons 
or cherries 
Squteze the juice from the oranges

a small can of raspberries 


and lemons. Boil sugar and water 
together for 5 minutes, then leave till 
cold. Add the strained fruit juice and 
raspberries (or cherries) and chill. 
Before serving add the chilled cider 
and soda water. 


Ginger Ale Punch . 


Ginger ale, 1 .pt.; soda water, 
1 pt.; china tea, 1 pt.; sugar, 2 oz. ; 
juice of 3 oranges (or 4} pt. orange 
squash). 

App sugar and strained orange 
juice (or oratge squash) to the tea 
and chill. Before serving add chilled 
ginger ale and soda water. 


Iced Fruit Cubes 


These are attractive to serve in 
glasses of punch. 

CoLourR some water with green or 
red vegetable colouring. Put a small 
segment of orange, lemon, or tan- 
gerine into ice trays, pour over the 
coloured water and freeze in the 
usual way.

To walk through the “ gardens ” 
of the horrible hell of Bergen 
Belsen is an experience I had not 
dreamt of,

inside. He told us to jump in as

An appreciation of the work of Willy Gordon, the es 
Swedish-Jewish sculptor, who is exhibiting at the 
Grosvenor Galleries, London, next Wednesday, is 
sketched in this pen-porirait. 


ILLY GORDON, | the 

sculptor, is Latvian- 

born Swede. He is also 
a Jew, and his Jewishness strongly 
influences his work. “As Dylan 
Thomas is in his Welshness; so am 
I in my Jewishness,” he says. 
“What is mine goes with me.” 

Hé was born in 1918, and when 
he is father became a 
cantor at the Malmé synagogue. 
Gordon, who was brought up in 
the strict Orthodox tradition, sang 
in the synagogue choir. At the 
age of twelve he decided to 
become a painter and started

going to art school during his 
lunch-breaks. When he was 18 he 
won a scholarship tor a study tour 
of Lithuania. He travelled through 
the smail villages and townships, 
with their mch and varied life, and 
waiched the Jews and their neigh- 
bours in the wmarket-place at 
prayer, and at leisure. From these 
scenes he derived inspiration for 
his work. 

From 1938-45 he studied at 
the Royal Art Academy, ‘Stock- 
holm, and there, a few 
friends, he founded a group called 
The Young Seven. Their exmnbi- 
tions in various Swedish towns 
were coolly received, but thev were 
more successful in Copenhagen 

Critic's praise 

In 1946 Gordon had a small, 
one-man show in Stockholm, where 
a@ portrait caught the attention of 
Nils Palmeren, art critic of the 
“ Aftonbladet.” The subject was 
Ragnar Josephson, a_ university 
professor and poet of Jewish 
exiraction. “ The more you see it,” 
wrote Palmgren, better it 
reveals the deepest and most 


‘beautiful characteristics of a living 


being and poet. An interesting and 
promising début.” -Gordon had 
arrived. In 1949 he completed the 
refugee monument which now 
stands,in the Malmé Jewish ceme- 
tery. hree years later his sculp- 
ture of Karl Hovberg, a pioneer 
of the Swedish Labour movement, 
was unveiled at Jimtland, north 
Sweden Bo Wennberg, of the 
Stockholm National Gallery, wrote 
of the monument: “Here is 
pathos and tension controlled and 
bound in abstract form, but, even 
so, full of life.” 

Gordon, a frequent visitor to 


Israel, has had several exhibitions 
there and has worked to set up 
an art school in Haifa. He is at 
present working on a portrait head 
of Ben-Gurion, and, like the-Israeli 


Willy Gorden aad his sculpture, 


to the “ financier group,” who tend 
to look upon art as “ something to 
be collected for pecuniary pur- 
poses.” .“ Freedom for the artist,” 
he avers, “is provided only when 
the Jewish soul has grown strong 
enough to dare to react to art and 
to enjoy it; when it dares to back 
a work of art, and not for specula- 
tion. When a Jew wishes to see 
good art as much as he likes to 


hear a good cantor, then we have 


won our freedom.” 

And he adds: “We musf 
reshape ourselves. We are rebuild- 
ing from the beginning and all we 
have with us is the Bible and the 
Talmud. With Cézanne came 
Pissarro; with Moor Epstein ; 
with Mallol, Zadki and with 
Otto Skdéld, Isaac riinewa!d 
souls that life. forced to fight and 
kindle the fire. They took up the 
fight. They have borne the burn- 
ing bush.” 

Gordon has been working for 
many years on “a monument to 
freedom ” as a memorial to the six 
million martyrs (one of whom was 
his grandfather), who perished in 
the Nazi holocaust. The work is 
a bronze of spiral form, rising from 
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a base, 33 feet high, cut from Jeru. 
salem stone with sculptured 
reliefs. 
concentration cafwp victims, the 
ingathering of the Exiles, and an 
Israeli pastoral scene and a dance 
motif. The legend reads: “To 
sow ig tears and reap with joy.” 


Last spring his monument com- | 


missioned by the Swedish National 


“ Living Ore,” commissioned by the 
Swedish National Ore Industry 

Premier, he ‘has strong views ‘on 
religion's attitude to art. “He con- 
siders that the strictly Orthodox 
Jew shows a misundeSstanding of 
the plastic arts. He is also opposed 


Ore Industry, entitled “ Living 
Ore,’ was unveiled in the mining 
town of Kiruna, deep in the Arctic 
Circle. He based his conception 
on the two component crystals of 
iron ore—apatite and magnetite 
after careful study of ore under 
the microscope. The completed 
work set him thinking about the 
Jews and Israel in relation to the 
world scene : the magnetite mass 
is great, the apatite so small, but 
so necessary. And smal] things 
can be very important. 

He has expounded this train of 
thought in a work “Ore and 
Water,” a fountain piece coOmmis- 
sioned by Higdalen, Stockholm’s 
new satellite town. Among his 
othet new cen ions is “ Mother 
and Child,” t lifting the 
child ip a Aan to life, sculpted 
for the Stockholm Jewish com- 
munity’s new hospital. 

His studio, in a Stockholm attic, 
is becoming overcrowded, but 
Gordon is loath to leave. To him 
it is also an excellent place to exer. 
cise his singing talent, ‘which he 
combines with his artistic industry. 
“When I have solved a problem,” 
he savs, “I feel like God when 
He made the earth; I am then so 
pleased with myself that I sing.” 
But it is the sculpture which ts 
his real song. “As I am not a 
cantor, my work must sing jnstead 
In my monument | want to sing 
about the atmosphere surrounding 
my forefathers in Eastern Europe, 
about all the names and people 
that are gone, about their vanished 
possessions, about their descen- 
dants.”. A true work of art, he 
leels. has the same root as true 
religiousness

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FROM GIORGIONE TO RENOIR

With the seasonal lull in the private 
galleries one can give a little space 
to the public collections. The 


National Gallery, though it has lost 


a picture since | last wrote of it, has 
gained several—a new Giorgione, for 
‘Sunset Landscape with 
St. George and St. Anthony,” paint®d 
about the same time as ~~ The 
Tempest ” and with the same relation- 
ship of figures to landscape. From 
an artist with such a small authenfi- 
cated output it would be an impor 
tant addition to any gfifery ; yet with 
its brown rather than golden tonality. 
and its blue distance that cleaning 
has robbed of the relationship the 
artist must surely have intended it 
dyes not warm the cockles of the 
heagt as much as either of the doubt- 
ful Giiorgiones that are hung beside 
it. 

Lord Harewood has tent Titian’s 
well-known “ Death of Actacon.” and 
t temporarily replaces the inferior 
‘Venus and Adonis” in the wonder 
ful new Venetian room which has 
been made out ot the conservation 
Venetian room to “the British school, 
whic ects

A new artist to be represented in 
the gallery is Bernardo -Strozzi, a

JERUSALEM 

A big new arms transaction between 
the Soviet. Union and Egypt was 
reported this week in the Israel 
Press under banner headlines. The 
reports also allege that there is an 
agreement between the two countries 
whereby Egypt will grant naval bases 
the Russians on. the Egyptian 
Coasi 
[here nas however, been no 
Western reaction. so far to. these 
reports, and the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry itself has refused to con- 
firm or deny them 

Ihe renewed friendship between 


the Soviet Union and Egypt, com- 
bined with the large-scale shipments 
of arms by the Russians to Egypt, 
undoubtedly causing the Israeh 
Government some concern. Ht is 
undersiood that the Soviet 
action is intended, at least partly, 
to embarrass the Western Powers. 
While tension with Israels Arab 
neighbours continues, the delivery of 
modern arms to them. always pre- 
sents Istacl with a serious threat. In

PURCHASE TAY INCREASE

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Levi Eshkol, the — Israch 
Minister of Finance, presented a 
supplementary budget of 1£118 million 
(£23 million) for the current fiscal 
year to the Knesset on Tuesday. the 
supplementary budget is in addition 
to the ordinary budget for the year 


which totalled [£1,869 million 
(£374 millon). 
Ihe additional revenue will have 


to be raised by increasing the rate 
of purchase tax on new cars by It! 
(45.) on each kilogram of the vehicle's 
weight (purchase tax on vehicles in 


Isracl is assessed by weight). Pur- 
chase tax will also be raised on 
refrigerators by a further IL80-100 


(£16-20) on each unit. 

As against these tax increases, M: 
Fshkol announced that purchase tax 
would be abolished in respect of 
certain electronic devices. This 
reform had been initiated in response 
to a recommendation of the Stanford 
Research Institution, which was now 
preparing a report on the develop- 
ment of Israel's electronics industry 

The revenue levied by the supple 
mentary budget ts required principally 
to finance immigrant housing pro 
jects, which this year will require an 
extra million million) of 
Government spending Mr. Eshkol 


told the House that the Crovernment s 


building quota for the current yea! 


israeli Budget 


had been fixed at 6.850 houses, This 
had been revised to 18.000 houses, 
and the latter quota was expected to 
bridge over into the coming fiscal 
year. But the rate of immigration 
had risen so sharply of late that the 
CGsovernment had found it necessary to 
revise their commitments and con- 
struct no fewer than 24.000 housing 
units for new immigrants im _ the 
current year. 

Government expenditure on immt- 
grant housing would amount to 
1t198 million (£39 million) this vear, 
the Minister of Finance stated. Of 
this total, 1€135 million (£27 million) 
had been budgeted, and the remaining 
1£63 million (£13 millon) was being 
carmed over ta ment year. 


Increases in the salaries of civil 
servants and rises n the cost of 
building materials were the other 
reasons for the supplementary budget, 
Mr. Eshkol said. He pointed out 
that most of the funds needed to 


finanee the new budget had not been 
raised by new taxation, but by addt- 


tional receipts of revenue trom 
taxation measures introduced  tast 
yeu had been part!y due to 


the large-scale import of goods lable 
to high tax rates As an example of 
this trend, Mr. Eshkol. noted that 
between April and October 1961.
